The contemplated Pacific cable is not to be a di- 
rect one to Australia, it seems. Starting from 
Vancouver, it will first connect British Amer- 
ica with the Sandwich Islands. Its course 
will then be south to Fanning Island (claimed 
by England), Samoa (now controlled by Ger- 
many), the Fijis (English), and New Zealand 
(also English), where the submarine cable to 
Australia will be utilized. From this trunk 
line, branch lines will probably be run, until 
nearly all the great groups in the South Seas 
are brought into telegraphic communication 
with the rest of the world. 





The seizure of the American steamer “ Haytien 
Republic ” off the port of St. Mare, Hayti, by 
the gunboat ‘* Dessalines,” belonging to the 
navy of that perturbed republic, and her con- 
fiscation on a charge of ** running the block- 
ade,” has been the occasion of official corre- 
spondence which has ended with the decision 
of our State Department that the seizure was 
illegal, and that the condemned steamer must 
be given up. The view is taken that the 
blockade was not an eflectual one; that no no- 
tice of any blockade whatever had been pre- 
viously given either to the captain of the 
steamer or to this government; that, more- 
over, no authorized or stable governmentexists 
at present in Hayti— only two warring fac- 
tions. Orders have been issued to fit out three 
naval ships for immediate service in Haytien 
waters, to enforce the demand for the release 
of the steamer. 





M. Floquet, the French prime minister, has 
shown extraordinary skill in bs filing the plots 
of Gen. Boulanger. He has whipped him at 
every point — in the duel on the field, and in 
the bioodless duels in the Chamber. He has 
held him up to ridicule — made all France 
laugh at him, and seriously wounded his dig- 
nity. He has snatched from him his weapon 
of constitutional revision — having himself 
provided that the Revision Committee should 
ofler the scheme upon which the General prid- 
ed himself. Every plot has been met bya 
counterplot. But while M. Floquet has 
shown himself more than a match for the 
schemer, he has encountered in the budget an 
antagonist which has wrecked nearly every 
ministry before him, and will surely seal his 
Own fate. Every year the financial condition 
of France grows more desperate. The Floquet 
ministry now stands or falls on the Income 
Tax bill proposed by M. Peytral — the indis- 
peusable, the sole, resource of the govern- 
ment in its pecuniary emergency. But the 
Finance Committee have disapproved this bill, 
and the Chamber of Deputies will scarcely 
pass it over their heads. lt is a critical mo- 
ment in France. If Floquet goes out, what

the Doctor and his companions were carried 
steadily southward by currents and ice for 
twelve days, making a landing finally at 
Aneretok Fjord, near the southern extremity 
of Greenland. From this point they worked 
their way up the coast a short distance to 
Uminik, where they abandoned their boats 
and took to their snow-shoes. ‘Their destina- 
tion was Christianshaab on the western coast, 
but the difficulties were so serious and their 
progress so slow, that they feared they could 
oot reach the place in time to catch the last 
vessel that left that port for the year, and 
therefore altered their course for the more 
seuthern port of Godthaab, which they suc- 
ceeded in reaching, but too late to catch the 
last-going ship. Though encountering terri- 
ble hardships, and at one time traversing & 
storm-swept plateau 9,000 feet high, with the 
thermometer 58 degrees below zero, Fahren- 
heit, it does nut appear that at any time they 
were more than one hundred miles from the 
coast, and the expected information, there- 
fore, concerning the interior of the great icy 
Sahara will be meagre indeed. 





Acry of distress comes from the Aleuts on the 
islands in Behring Sea. They complain of 
hard treatment, of infamous degradation, by 
the employees of the Alaska Commercial 
Company, whose power in these islands is ab- 
solute. Detailed charges of horrible crimes 
committed upon the Aleutian women by un- 
principled whites, and of the impossibility of 
redress, were printed last week in the columns 
of the New York Sun. Senator Dawes has 
promptly instituted an inquiry into the truth 
of these charges, and the facts will doubtless 
be soon brought to light. The Aleuts are the 
remnant of a noble race, crushed by centuries 
of Muscovite oppression, and yet more or less 
uplifted by the teachings of the Greek Church 
and the infusion of Russian blood. ‘The seal 
monopoly known as the Alaska Commercial 
Company obtained, nearly twenty years ago, 
the exclusive right to kill fur seal on these 
islands, on the payment of a stipulated yearly 
sum for the privilege and a tax on the 100.000 
skins to which they are limited by law. Their 
lease expires in about eighteen months. ‘The 
United States government required the Com- 
pany to provide for the natives on these isl- 
ands, without cost, houses, schools, and re- 
ligious privileges, and to pay a fixed amount 
to those employed in killing the seals. If 
the charges be true, no houses have been 
built; no secular or religious instruction has 
been given. The natives are practically slaves, 
and debauchery and corruption are the rule, 
to an extent that will scarcely bear publica- 
tion. The chiefs are said to have finally 
united in a petition ‘*to the people of the 
United States,” setting forth the wrongs and 
brutality to which they have been subjected. 
There is no doubt but that they will be heard, 
and a speedy redress given them. 





In the absence of definite news from Stanley, 
the theory of a writer in the Fortnightly Re- 
view, that the explorer will be heard from 
shortly by way of the Niger, commends Iit- 
self as highly probable. Some Tabara cour- 
fers who arrived at Zanzibar a month ago, re- 
ported having fallen in with the expedition 
west of the Albert Nyanza in December, and 
that Stanley expected to reach Wadelai by the 
middle of January. Assuming this report to 
be true, and that Emin was duly reached and 
the supplies turned over to him, the next ques- 
tion would be for Stanley, how to return to 
the coast. The hardships of the Congo route 
would probably deter him from returning in 
that direction. He could scarcely hope to 
fight his way Zanzibarward through the 
powerful tribes who hold the country south 
and east of the great lakes. To go to the 
north through Egypt would bring him face to 
face with the Mahdi. He could, however, 
work his way to the northwest in the direction 
of Lake Tchad and the headwaters of the 
Niger, and encounter scarcely any opposition, 
the disposition of the natives being friendly 
along that route. If this theory be correct, 
the rumors about the appearan:ze of the ‘‘white 
pasha ” last epring in the country of the Niam 
Niams and Darfoor is accounted for; also his 
singular disappearance; also, the more recent 
rumor, reported from Bonny, at the mouth 
of the Niger, that Stanley had been heard 
from on the east branch of that river, march- 
ing westward. A few weeks, a few days even, 
may verify this rumor and theory. 





With Congressman Oates’ unblushing proposition 
to disfranchise the black man, and with Gov- 
ernor Richardson, of South Carolina, feeling 
impelled to declare, in his inaugural address, 
a ** determination, as fixed and immovable as 
the stars in heaven, that never again shall 
any other than Anglo-Saxon supremacy rule 
the destiny of this fair, beloved, and beauti- 
ful South land of ours,” we have an undis- 
guised statement of what ‘the solid South” 
is resolved upon as the solution of the race 
problem. The negro shall not rule; his votes 
shall not be counted; his political rights shall 
be practically, if not legally, taken away. 
The position is certainly a serious one. The 
races have fallen apart. The mulatto is dy- 
ing out. Every year, to use Senator Ingalls’ 
description, the blacks are growing blacker, 
and the whites whiter. The color line is more 
sharply drawn than ever. The blacks prefer 
their own schools, churches and associations. 
Instead of the respect which their growth in 
intelligence was expected to inspire in the 
whites, the prejudice has grown deeper and 
more bitter. Whether the outcome will be 
**a catastrophe,” or a gradual yielding on the

SOLIDARITY OF SOCIETY. 
OCIETY is the most curious, the most 
marvelous fabric ever produced from the 
loom of Providence. Though composed of 
multitudinous units, it is, in some mysterious 
manner, one piece. The many threads, run- 
ning through it, are woven so closely together 
that no part can be rent away, or injured, 
without damage to the whole. The fortunes, 
the interests, the very lives of men are cast 
into a sort of common stock; they joy and 
suffer not only together, but also for each 
other. These various experiences, through 
the entire range of human life, are vicarious. 
No one liveth to himself, or dieth to himself. 
Living and dying men are bound in one bun- 
dle, and are sharers each of all the others’ 
fortunes of whatever sort. 

Under this peculiar constitution and struct- 
ure of society, it becomes possible for one 
man to injuriously affect the whole social 
wass. His life extends into the general life. 
The sin of Adam is projected across the thou- 
sand generations of his descendants in all 
lands; and that of Jeroboam plagued Israel 
until the state went out in blood and darkness. 
The hidden sin of Achan operated as a subtle 
poison through the camp until the wrong 
burst out in overwhelming calamity and de- 
feat. How far the blight and curse of his sin 
will extend, no man can tell. ‘* Men,” says 
one, ‘‘ are not aggregated together like a pile 
of cannon-balls, but are knit together like the 
myriad lives in the coral rock. Put a drop of 
poison anywhere, and it runs, by a thousand 
branching veins, through the mass and tints 
and taints it all.” 

But the law of solidarity is a benediction as 
well asacurse. It binds men to us. It ena- 
bles us to touch, with healing influences, 
great masses of humanity, lying even far out 
on the margin. A single great soul may exert 
it; influence over wide areas. The virtue of 
Socrates struck through the Greek race; the 
moral temper of Corfucius has affected the 
Chinese nation; and the spirit of Jesus Christ, 
as a subtle ether, pervades the world of man- 
kind to-day. This strange combination of 
men opens lines of commupication through 
the world. As a means of usefulness, ‘' we 
should seek,” says Maclaren, ‘*‘to cultivate 
the sense of being members of a great whole, 
and to ponder our individual responsibility 
for the moral and religious health of the 
church, the city, the nation. We are not 
without danger from an exaggerated individu- 
alism, and we need to realize more constantly 
and strongly that we are but threads in a 
great network, endowed with mysterious 
Vitality and power of transmitting electric 
impulses, both of good and evil.” 





THE ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE AF- 
FLICTED.

USCULAR Christianity is well enough, 
LVI but I am hardly ready for the Christian- 
ity of Muscle. Mens sana in sano corpore is so 
often flung at us nowadays, that one may be 
pardoned for suggesting, quite mildly of 
course, that neither syntax nor history war- 
rants the rendering, ‘* A sound body is a sound 
mind.” Saul of Tarsus was surely cleverer 
and nobler than Saul, the son of Kish, even 
though not head and shoulders above his 
brethren. Elizabeth Browning was not an 
Amazon; Clerke Maxwell was not a Colossus ; 
Simon Newcomb cannot fell an ox. But Nero 
could and did drive a chariot at the Roman 
circus; there was no lack of blood in the 
veins of Mary Stuart nor in those of Lucrezia 
Borgia; and John Sullivan, [ fancy, taking 
Herbert Spencer with one hand and Charles 
Darwin with the other, might have pitched 
both invalids from the deck of a steamer to 
the trough of the sea. 

Even the physiologists can ponder to advan- 
tage that passage in Wundt’s ‘ Physiological 
Psychology,” in which the great Leipsic 
teacher declares ‘‘ that the physical develop- 
ment is not the cause, but on the contrary 
the effect of the psychical.” For ‘salvation by 
gymnastics ” and “* salvation by fun” are rap- 
idly supplanting our older notions of perfec- 
tion through suffering and character through 
struggle. A broad chest, a stout liver; phos- 
phorus in the brain, iron in the blood, pepsin 
in the stomach; these are the way to life. 
And this is life: to avoid dyspepsia, to mini- 
mize pain, to escape worry, to discover the 
fountains of enjoyment; to eat, to drink, to 
be merry, and to die the day after to-morrow. 

Now I certainly begrudge no saint a strong 
stomach. Like St. Paul, I regard every thorn 
in the flesh as a messenger of Satan to buffet 
me. But thorns and Satan are also a part of the 
Divine economy, of great use in the adminis- 
tration of a world where even the saints are 
easily exalted above measure by any unusual 
revelation. Nay, to return to Wundt’s start- 
ling generalization: the whole creation in its 
groaning and travail discloses a perpetual 
struggle of will and intelligence to subdue a 
creature not willingly reduced to bondage; 
reveals, too, in its stupendous scale of ascend- 
ing organisms the continuous triumph of these 
immaterial energies. 

But enticing as this region is, [ must not 
enter now. My purpose is a very modest one: 
To set over against the obvious fact that 
the healthy and the vigorous are neither al- 
ways good, or brave, or wise, or helpful, the 
less obvious fact that the achievements of 
the afflicted are among the wonders in the 
archives of humanity. 

In literature this is so true that a New En- 
gland physician has recently exalted to a sci- 
entific maxim the well-known line, — 

‘* Great wits to madness nearly are allied.” 


He is foolish, however, to restrict it to poets 
and enthusiasts, though therein perhaps lurks 
Cowper and Swift,

veniently diminishes the urgency of Carlyle’s 


| torebodings to ascribe them to dyspeptic va- 
| pors in the brain, but how about the theories 





of the invalid Darwin? That Mr. Ruskin with 
his fretted nerves should abandon the rich 
style of ‘* Modern Painters” fer the diamond 
sharpness of his later essays, is easily ex- 
plained. But then, how calm is Mr. Spencer ; 
how graceful and transparent Mr. Stevenson; 
how vivid, how wonderfully sustained the 
narrative of Francis Parkman. Yet what 
sufferers all three! Indeed, the invalids of lit- 
erature from Homer to Philip Bourke Mars- 
ton, from Virgil to John Richard Green, are a 
wonderful procession. Horace and Dante, 
Pascal and Rousseau, Milton and Pope, Her- 
der and Schiller, Thierry and Prescott and 
Henry Fawcett, Charlotte Bronté and Marian 
Evans ;— but why stretch out the catalogue 
to the crack of doom? 

In philosophy it is the same story. Hera- 
clitus was the weeping philosopher, and Spi- 
noza was never well. Yet the patient Hebrew 
thinker polished lenses that were better than 
any then ground in Europe, and his thoughts 
until they sparkled for the centuries. Locke 
was an invalid through life, but the energy of 
his mind still dominates our speculative sci- 
ence. Immanuel Kant, whose little essay on 
the power of the will to control the vagaries 
of disease, is a marvel of its kind, was hardly 
strong enough to risk a perspiration, though 
quite able with his Kritik to torture existing 
metaphysics to a certain death. In our own 
day Friedrich Lange struggled bravely 
through a brief but notable career, invincible 
by punishment, yet accessible to every form 
of spoken or written thought, a wonder of 
erudition, a bold and daring thinker, and a 
constant sufferer. 

Explorers of the mind, explorers of the 
skies, explorers of the globe, it is the same 
thing. Elisha Kent Kane was never a robust 
man; conscious of his slender hold on life, he 
resolutely refused himself the happiness he 
craved. David Livingstone wore out the 
freshness of his strength in factory tvuil; at 
twenty-seven congestion of the liver nearly 
proved his death. Kepler’s struggles were as 
full of pathos as he was full of power; and 
the Tuscan artist (who dare fling a stone 
where Milton bowed in reverence?), Galileo, 
at the last must frame the stellar universe 
without his telescope because his outer eyes 
were blind. Graefe, the oculist, whose touch 
was sight to hundreds, from whose finger-tips 
streamed subtle skill and healing radiance — 
Graefe early coughed his life away, but gave 
up work only with his breath. And Helm- 
holtz, who has tracked the mystery of sight 
through all the windings of the optic nerve, 
through all the marvels of the eye, through 
all its subtle minglings with the mind, 
through all its blendings with the tremors 
sweeping outward from the sun — Helmholtz, 
who has seized the cunning intricacies of har- 
monious sound in their remotest hiding- 
places, works to-day in the shadow of a great 
dread which would blanch the heart of many 
a stronger man. 


Beethoven was deaf. When the audience at 
Vienna rose at the old man in a frenzy of 
delight and shouted their strength away, a 
friendly hand turned him about that he might 
see the tumult wrought by a music which he 
himself could hear only in thought. Robert 
Schumann was, from the start, the victim of a 
nervous malady which even the love of Clara 
Wieck could not always soften to the limits of 
endurance. 


Michael Angelo’s broken nose was fun to his 
contemporaries, but a life-long misery to him. 
William Blake was mad; but if God should 
ever touch my brain with His afflicting finger, 
may my insanity be of the same sweet, con- 
tented, fruitful, trusting kind! Shali I write 
of Millet? Of his poverty, his bravery, his 
suffering, his triumph over sordid care and 
base ambition, of his ultimate fidelity to the 
light within? No! the story is too sad! 
Rather let me think of calm Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds “shifting his trumpet” when nonsense 
breaks bounds. 

How came I to forget Sam Johnson in the 
paragraph above? Burly thinker of the seamy 
face and scrofulous blood. Johnson’s great 
friend, the statesman Burke, that ** bottomless 
Whig,” was much of a wanderer in his early 
manhood, ‘ partly from the natural desire of 
youth, partly because his health was weuk.” 
Bacon’s vemperament was so painfully sensi- 
tive to skiey influences, that ‘‘ the moon was 
never in her passion or eclipsed but he was 
surprised with a sudden fit of fainting.” Was 
there ever a career so stamped all over ‘‘ thor- 
ough” as that of Thomas Wentworth, Ear! of 
Strafford? Yet how he suffered all his days! 
And I know of only one prisoner at the bar 
that ever showed a braver heart in frame so 
feeble, Anne Hutchinson of Massachusetts 
Bay! 

What might have been the history of En- 
gland had William Pitt coddled himself or 
shrunk from exertion and peril? The latest 
biographer of William ilf declares his state- 
craft and the tasks imposed upon him to have 
been greater than those of the first Napoleon. 
How William mastered his problems we all 
know. Yet the Dutch statesman-king was 
the victim of ailments which the rugged Cor- 
sican had only heard of. Andrew Jackson 
fought disease as fiercely as he fought British 
or Indians, Banks or Nullifiers. Abraham 
Lincoln, in spite of strength and size, carried 
a malarial melancholy in his veins which 
makes his patience seem a miracle. Alexan- 
der Stephens looked like an aged boy until he 
lifted to his full height the skeleton which he 
called his body. 


Of all places not for invalids, one would 
name the command of an army. But John 
Zisca (he who ordered his skin to be made 
into a drum) crushed with his Bohemians the 
Austrian army, after he had lost a second eye. 
Nothing in our own history is more thrilling 
than the stery of that resolute Scotchman, 
General Alexander Forbes, who was carried 
into Philadelphia in a litter, after an achieve- 
ment which Mr. Parkman says was ‘‘ above 
price.” James Wolfe, who took Quebec, was 


twenty-three. Ten years later he ‘‘ signifies 
to Mr. Pitt that he may dispose of my slight 
carcass as he pleases.” ‘‘I am ina very bad 
condition both with the gravel and with rheu- 
matism ; but I had much rather die than decline 
any kind of service that offers.” Morgan, who 
commanded the Americans at Cowpens and 
won the glorious victory over Rawdon, was 
never able to fight again, so emaciated and 
crippled had he become from fever and from 
rheumatism. 

But fortunately my space is out, else history 
might seem to be a hospital. No! History is 
a record of the deeds of will, of conscience, of 
intellect; a record of the triumphs of the psy- 
chical over the physical; of one soul over a 
multitude of bodies; of mind over the obsta- 
Cles of matter, over the beneficent baffling, the 
helpful hindering of God. Pepsin is doubt- 
less good for the stomach, phosphorus for the 
brain; but something more is needed to make 
& man. 

‘* A Mohawk Indian!” exclaimed Benjamin 
West, so the story goes, when in the Vatican 
he first saw the Apollo Belvidere. Suppose 
we could make of every youth an Apollo 
beautiful to see, might we not have, after all, 
only a thinly-disguised [roquois, minus the 
courage and the fortitude?

the average man there is an irresistible 
argument in what Guizot calls the sov- 
ereignty of numbers. He believes in the major- 
ity; he distrusts the minority. Reason, con- 
science, right, may be with the few; but he 
goes over to the many because they are many. 
The multitude is the controlling fact, the ba- 
sis of the most persuasive argument. The 
leader of men never loses sight of this weak- 
ness. The politician profits by it, knowing 
that argument and eloquence will have less 
weight than the number of his camp follow- 
ers. de counts, rather than weighs, his votes. 
A round majority in October helps to insure 
a full vote in November. 

In moral, reformatory and religious move- 
ments, also, we find illustrations of this 
thought. Conduct is commended the moment 
you have numbers; but so long as you are ina 
small minority, the vice of singularity will 
cling to you. It is only as the column grows 
that your reform becomes respectable and per- 
suasive. The ten spies were in the wrong, 
though supported by the majority; the two 
were right. But numbers and folly won for 
the hour. The struggle is repeated for the 
thcusandth time in ordinary Christian life. 
The large church floats on the current while 
the smaller one, doing a grand and much- 
needed work, pulls at the oar against wind and 
tide. Men dread to standalone, or to join the 
Spartan band with the forlorn hope; they fly 
from the post where they might be of great 
service, and become mere ciphers in the multi- 
tude. For their course they assign various 
reasons; the true reason is cowardice. They 
lack the courage to stand alone, or to assume 
responsibility. Without personal independ- 
ence, they naturally fall back for support on 
numbers. 





MINISTERIAL HABITS AND METHODS.

{A few weeks ago a circular letter was sent to several 
prominent ministers, contalning a request that they would 
contribute to the columns of ZiON’s HERALD such state- 
ments as they might be willing to make concerning their 
personal habits, methods of work, etc., for the benefit of 
younger preachers, The seventh article in reply is printed 
below. — Editor ZION’s HERALD.) 

EAR DR.: I cannot find it in my heart 

to refuse your request that I contribute 
to this department which others have already 
made so interesting, and, as I believe, profit 
able. If I followed the example of those who 
have enriched the subject by their experience?, 
and confined myself to the presentation of my 
own methods,I should prefer to entitle it 
*‘ Confessions,” and expect it to serve the use- 
ful purpose of a warning, as showing what 
not to do rather than as an example of any ex- 
cellence. If I have had any measure of suc- 
cess, it has been despite serious disadvantages. 
Entering the ministry at eighteen years of age 
at the suggestion and solicitation of the pre- 
siding elders of the Conference, though 
against the advice of my honored father, I 
was sent, an awkward, untrained boy, toa 
station where I must preach twice a Sabbath 
to the same congregation. I closed my first 
day’s work with the feeling that I might as 
well go home at once, since I had told the 
people all I knew; but still kept on, cheered 
by the congregation, who applauded my “‘abil- 
ity to prate,” and did their best to spoil their 
‘* boy preacher,” as they called him. With- 
out mental discipline, [ read widely, and to 
some extent profitably; though some such 
judicious articles as the recent ones of Dr. 
Bashford in Z10ON’s HERALD would have been 
of incalculable advantage to me. I presume 
a well-read and critical hearer could often 
have named the latest book of my reading, 
not so much from plagiarisra, or even imita- 
tions, as saturation, since I was obliged to 
make “ pot-boilers ” of all of them. 

Conscientious and docile, I believed all that 
older men told me about house-to-house visit- 
ation, and trotted the streets by day, being thus 
driven to reading and studying nearly ail 
night, which latter vicious habit clings to me 
still; though the former has fallen long since 
into disuse, not because I do not believe much 
good has been accomplished by it, and might 
be still, but that I believe much of the imag- 
ined demand is for the visit, and not persona! 
religious conversation ; and besides, the condi- 
tions of city life especially are such that it 
cannot be done at any other time than in the 
evening, and no city pastor can command 
more than two evenings a week. I confine my 
visits almost entirely to the sick and otherwise 
distressed, unless it be to nurse the wound an 
arrow of conviction bas made, and this prin-

cipally to men in their places of business. 
In regard to the preparation of a sermon 


and pulpit method, I determine, if possible, 
Sunday night,whatI will preach the next Sun- 
day morning, and fill up on it all thefore part 
of the week, writing it out after the sermon is 
thought out in my mind; and this secures a 
readier pulpit utterance. Then I make an ab- 
stract on one or two cards the last thing Sun- 
day morning, and usually take them into the 
pulpit with me, though I frequently go 
through the sermon without glancing at 
them. As to the evening sermon — and this 
is one reason for preferring the preaching 
service to the New England idea — that comes 
up in the week, seizing something in the 
world’s week-day thought and driving it toa 
moral, largely extempore, but always witha 
set purpose, and an eye to immediate results. 
But further, on this Sunday night preaching 
service, it gives greater variety to the pulpit, 
gives opportunity for popular courses of ser- 
mons, and, as is the case in the churches I 
know best, gathers a larger number of the un- 
converted than the morning could do; while 
at the same time in the two churches I have 
served in New York, there are large and 
deeply interesting prayer-meetings, beginning 
at6P.M., and continuing until the hour of 
public service, thus combining all the advan- 
tages of each method. 

One thing I would emphasize as an element 
of success in any true ministry, is special at- 
tention to childhood. To this many would 
say: ‘* IT have no gift; and this is what I 
should have said for twenty-four years of my 
ministry. Always in the Sunday-school, I 
had been in charge of adult Bible classes, and 
had little todo with the very young of my 
charge, though I conscientiously answered 
the question in quarterly conference as to the 
inatruction of the children. But nearly three 
years ago, I began calling the children togeth- 
er at 3.30 o'clock P. M. of Friday, and my 
** Children’s Hour ” has won a membership of 
above 400, with an average attendance of 325. 
And Iam myself getting a great deal out of it, 
in an increased power of saying what I mean 
so it can be understood, andI believe sowing 
some good seed in fruitful soil. 

As to hours of study, kinds of recreation, 
etc., I should say that the only rule | follow is 
that which describes a certain style of wres- 
tling — the ** catch as catch can ” method. 

Of most of the things I have written as to 
my Own habits, I should be obliged, if in 
Prof. Upham’s or Prof. Buell’s place, to say 
“ Don’t!”

r. the lapse of ages, the same virtues and 

vives assume various forms. The love of 
gain, common to man in every age and condi- 
tion, and entirely proper when held wicoid ite 
limits, has often become excessive. In the 
Middle Ages the Roman Catholic Chu.ch ac- 
quired a love for hoarding, for taking the 
property from the people and consigning it to 
the custody of the corporation; and this pro- 
clivity remains strong in the body. The forms 
of the church are adjusted to money-getting. 
The cry of the hierarchy is, ‘Give! Give!” 
Each turn of the crank to the great machine 
brings cash to the priests. When allowed to 
follow its tendency, as in Mexico and some of 
the South American republics, the Church of 
Rome has absorbed a large part of the proper- 
ty of the people. In Protestant lands this 
love of gain has taken a very different direc- 
tion. It aspires to endow the individual in- 
stead of the corporation; and in this respect 
is true to the idea of the Reformation, exalt- 
ing the individual. When we speak of covet- 
ousness in the Papal Church, we think of this 
hoarding in the corporation; really avery free 
giving onthe part of the peopic, and a close 
grasping on the side of the clergy. Whea we 
speak of covetousness among Protestants, we 
mean the opposite — the withholding from the 
church by individuals; the individual having 
taken the place of the corporation. 

As to which method is most harmful, there 
can be little doubt in the mind of a careful ob- 
server. Corporate ecclesiastical wealth has 
ruined the nations where it has obtained. 
Look at the Catholic States in South Amer- 
ica. Look at Italy, Spain, Portugal. Look at 
any country where priests have been made a 
ruling hierarchy. On the other hand, indi- 
vidual gains, even when excessive, have stim- 
ulated enterprise, and in the end contributed 
to the sum of general well-being. Their ac- 
cumulations fall not into the hands of an idle 
and favored class, to be perpetuated, but 
flow ultimately back into the general stream 
of wealth.

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a check must be put upon bribery, and 
that ballot reform seems to offer the 
needed check. But the right way to 
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go about securing the reformation of 
polities is—to reform ; and most partisan 
papers have work enough ofthat kind to 
do athome.

We are satisfied, 
therefore, that the time has come for the es 
tablishment of such an institution, and that 
New Enogland Methodism at large is ready to 
respord to the appeal. Let there be estab- 
lished in this city such a Christian beneficence, 
to which the suffering may turn their eyes 
with radiant hope! Recall that when our 
Master was asked for some convincing proof 
of His Messiahship, He replied: ‘‘ The blind 
receive their sight, the lame walk, the lepers 
are cleansed, the deaf hear, and the dead are 
raised up.” Let our Methodism now become 
so Christlike that, so far as is possible by 
generous provision, medical skill and tender 
nursing shall do their best for the humblest 
and most needy of our people. 

It will be remembered that this benevolent 
enterprise did not originate with the HERALD, 
but was placed in our trust by the generosity 
of an unknown friend. The HeRraup desires, 
therefore, to act ouly in this capacity. No 
authority is assumed, no visionary action will 
be taken. All moneys received will be de- 
posited in the Suff.lk Bank, Boston, until ad- 
visory and discreet action is taken by the 
properly-constituted parties. Our thought 
would be, to make, at an early date, in some 
humble way, a beginning, available to the 
suffering, and gage the future of the enterprise 
by the demand made upon it. Will New En- 
gland Methodism speak in this matter? 


The French-Canadians. 

Once a bird of passage, a mere migrant 
to New England for the season, the descend- 
ant of the Catholic planters on the St. Law- 
rence has become a familiar form among us, 
ana has, in fact, now come to stay. In 
Worcester, Lowell, Lawrence, and Fall River, 
as in other cities and villages of the State, he 
lights d>wn with thickeniag fl»cks about him. 
The home-land to the north has become filled 
with a prolific race, and the bough has perma. 
nently shot beyond the wall. The lands to the 
south as those to the north of the great river 
are to receive, as an important element of pop- 
ulation, these Celts. With some of the quali- 
ties of the European stock, the Canadian, by 
long residence apart and considerable mixt- 
ures of Indian and other blood, presents to us 
to-day a peculiar type of the Frenchman. Act- 
ive and quick of perception, with tact and 
skill as a workman, he is at the same time an 
eye-servant, unreliable as to truth and the 
rights of property. With a low type of moral- 
ity and a heavy percentage of illiteracy, the 
French-Canadian somewhat singularly far- 
nishes less inmates, in proportion to num- 
bers, for jails and almshouses than the Irish. 

In the census of 1885 the total French pop- 
ulation in Massachusetts is 64,503. For the 
current year, French agents claim a total of 
120,000 — a probable exaggeration. At the 
same time the increase is, no doubt, rapid. 
They are crowded from the old home in the 
north and find a most convenient outlet to the 
south. Dr. Bander, in the Magazine of Amer- 
ican History, predicts that st the close of the 
first quarter of the next century, the French- 
Canadians in New Engiand will outnumber 
the native population. This may be more of 
a wild guess than a prophecy ; and yet nothing 
may be regarded as improbable in the rapid 
and wide movements of our population. Steam 
and railroads have set every man’s house on 
wheels ; and the quiet dwelier in the Connecti- 
cut Valley to-day, is, to-morrow, dumped 
down, with all his belongings, on a spur of 
the Rocky Mountains or on the shores of the 
Pacific. 

The need of these people is education, evan- 
gelization, and a higher type of morality 
and sociallife. Kvangelization would change 
all. Itis a hopeful sign that the various sects 
are at work at this problem. Oar own church 
should take the lead in this noble work. With 
a new spiritual life and quickened intelligence, 
this element will become a valuable part of our 
population; without these, it will remain a 
source of danger to the body politic. 


Favorable Sign. 

To the thoughtful observer of American 
society there are not a few indications of ma- 
terialistic and downward tendencies. Wealth, 
with many, seems to be the supreme object of 
life. Besides the objectionable methods em 
ployed for its acquisition, large numbers em- 
ploy it, when attained, for useless or deleteri- 
ous purposes, resulting in the corruption and 
ruin of the families of those who hold it. 
With these adverse, we have not a few favor- 
able, indications. From the rapidly increasing 
store much is distributed for worthy purposes. 
That so many princely givers are appearing to 
aid in securing educational facilities for the 
people, is a favorable feature of the situation. 
The Slater Fund, the Tilden bequest, the Clark 
foundation at Worcester, the Vanderbilt pro- 
posal for North Carolina, and the Daniel 
Hand donation are more than matched by the 
superb gift of I. V. Williamson, of Philadel- 
phia, of $12,000,000 to found near that city an 
industrial school for boys. The institation 
will be known as the ‘‘ Williamson Free 
School of Mechanic Trades,” and will be open 
to all boys of whatever nationality, creed or 
color. Large and helpfal as are these bene- 
factions, they have their chief significance in 
the tendencies they are designed to forward, 
and the encouragement they give of still 
larger contributions for the most worthy 
causes in the future. The wealth of our peo- 
ple is rapidly doubling and quadrupling under 
advanced methods and improved machinery, 
and we may reasonably anticipate, in a land 
of Bibles and churches, a great increase in 
giving. A million for missions will seem very 
small for the Methodist Episcopal Church at 
the end of another half-century.

The trustees of the School of Theology, 
Boston University, inaugurated on Monday 
afternoon of last week a series of talks to the 
students by prominent laymen of the Boston 
churches.

Peirce conducted the devotional services, and 
President Warren introduced the speaker, 
happily contrasting the mutual debts of Con- 
gregationalism and Methodism in New En- 
gland. Deacon Farnsworth talked informally, 
but his points were pithy, and seasoned with a 
quiet humor. Among many characteristic 
things, he said: ‘‘ The boy that comes to Bos- 
ton with nothing in his hand and nothing in 
his pocket, but wita a pure heart within him 
and a praying mother behind him, is a rich

We have not mentioned the bridal proces- 
sions we saw on the streets, a part of every 
ceremony, and the same referred to by Jere- 
miah when he said, ‘* When will I cause to 
cease from the cities of Judah and from the 
streets of Jerusalem the voice of mirth and 
the voice of gladness, the voice of the bride- 
groom and the voice of the bride; for the land 
shall be desolate.” 

Just here let us notice that the sprinkling of 
God’s name over the marriage ceremony does 
not make that ceremony a religious one, any 
more than the use of God’s name in a sharp 
trade makes that religious. Marriage belongs 
to a class of contracts, and is essentially and 
only a civil contract. This contract takes 
three forms in Egypt. The first is a perma- 
nent contract; the second is a temporary con- 
tract. Mr. Lane, the celebrated author of 
‘* Modern Egyptians,” was advised to enter 
into this marriage relation to save himself in- 
convenience. Traveling merchants form these 
temporary alliances, which are broken off at 
will. They constitute a tolerated concubi- 
nage, affording the woman a plea for respect- 
ability. Thethird form of marriage is that 
with slaves. 

The Egyptian may have in permanent mar- 
riage four wives and as many concubines as 
he pleases, but the custom is to be satisfied 
with one wife because of expense from the 
necessity of separate apartments and of do- 
mestic peace. The present Khedive sets an 
example worthy of imitation in being a strict 
monogamist, loyal in his wedded life; but the 
same cannot be said of the Sultan, nor of his 
predecessor, who had so many wives in the 
harem on his death that it took most of the 
night, we were told, to transport them across 
the Bosphorus. The large mass of the Egyp- 
tians do not, however, have more than one 
wife. One reason why so many are satisfied 
with one wife is the facility of divorce, and 
they do not hesitate to take advantage of this 
when tired of one wife, and take a new one in 
her place. Khalif Ali married and divorced 
two hundred women in his time. A certain 
dyer of Bagdad even reached the astonishing 
total of nine hundred. He died at 85, and if 
married at fifteen must have had a fresh 
spouse every month during seventy years of 
conjugal felicity. 

A man may divorce his wife twice by just 
saying to her, ** Thou art divorced;” or, ‘I 
divorce thee.” From mere dislike or in a fit of 
passion he may thrust from him and send to a 
life of destitution the mother of his children. 
If he divorce her the third time, he must not 
warry her again until she has been the wife of 
some other man. To recover her, he must 
hire some man to marry her, consummate his 
marriage with her, and then divorce her. 
Slaves, or men of ugly and repulsive appear- 
ance, are hired to perform this for the man | 
who has repented his action and desires again 
the return of his first love. 

Under such laws as govern the life of 
women in the East, we are not surprised at 
their degradation. They are shut up in the 
harem, busy themselves about the merest tri- 
fles of life, feed on sweetmeats like children, 
visit to gossip and jest about coarse and sen- 
sual matters, and ride out only under guard, 
veiled, on denkeys. They have no education 
and no contact with any life that stimulates 
and satisfies the intellectual life. They are 
trained as mere animals. They eat, dress, 
sleep, chatter, dream life away in indolent

It can hardly 
be called an organization, as it has neither constitu- 
tion, nor by-laws, nor dues, not even a president; 
simply a chairman and a secretary, and their object is 
to come together two hours once in two weeks for an 
interchange of ideas on impersonal topics. 


— Miss Augusta Dickerson, daughter of Rev. Jacob 
Dickerson, of the Philadelphia Conference, having of- 
fered herself to the Philadelphia Branch of the Wom- 
an’s Foreign Missionary Society for work in the for- 
eign fieid, has been accepted and assigned to Japan. 


— Mrs. Mary Lowe Dickinson has just taken the 
position of pr fessor of belles-lettres in Colorado Uni- 
versity. She has given her time the past summer to 
work for the King’s Daughters, planning and organ- 
izing, 80 that the thousands of women in the order 
may become more practical workers in every philan- 
thropic field.

Until recently there were no schools for 
girls, and we are told by the best of author- 
ities that it is not usual to find a lady able to 
read or write even her own name. Often be- 
trothed at the age of from seven to ten, the 
poor child is married at twelve or thirteen, 
and goes into life without the faintest idea of 
mental training. Young men employ agents 
te go and look at a girl for them before en- 
gaging her for a wife as thoughtleesly and in 
quite the same spirit as a man asks another to 
‘go look at that horse” for him. In prac- 
tice, if not in spirit, here is an illustration of 
the customs of the ancient Jews. To-day in 
Egypt Abraham sends a servant with a pres- 
ent for a wife for Isaac, and while Isaac 
may acquaint himself through another of the 
charms of his proposed bride, he must marry 
one on whose face he has never looked. 

‘+ It is considered a shame,” said a Moham- 
medan to me, “fora lady to show her face. 
If young men and maidens do happen to see 
each other’s faces, the curse of God is on the 
seer apd seen.” ‘The best of women,” said 
the daughter of the Prophet, ‘‘ is she who sees 
not men, and whom they see not.” Hence a 
go-between is employed. A dowry of $100 or 
less ($1.25 satisfies the law) is paid down. The 
betrothal is celebrated a week before the 
wedding — between the groom and the bride’s 
father — by their joining hands and reciting a 
part of the Koran in the presence of witnesses. 
The bride goes through ceremonies too long 
to mention here — goes to bath, abstains a 
week from anything that contains mustard, 
and from vinegar and sour apples, washes her 
feet, sprinkling the water in the corners of the 
room, that a blessing may result from it, and 
is wedded by the groom removing the cover- 
ing from her face, and saying, ‘‘O God, bless 
me in my wife, and bless my wife inme!
